O hio University students 
who are Alumni of 
Chardon High School 
gathered on College Green on Feb¬ 
ruary 29 th for a candle light vigil 
following a shooting at Chardon 
High School where a lone student 
gunned down students. 

Three victims died as a result 
of the shooting when 17-year-old 
Thomas Lane opened fire in the 
Chardon High School cafeteria. 
According to the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, Lane was at the school 
waiting for a bus to take him to 
Lake Academy in Willoughby 
Ohio. 

Lane has since been charged as 
an adult in Ohio with three counts 
of aggravated murder, two counts 
of attempted aggravated murder 
and one count of felonious assault 
according to CBS News. Lane has 
not given a reason or explanation 
for his actions.

SEMESTER SWITCH 

Ten week terms expire to statewide system

A s the 2011-2012 school year comes 
to a close we must now completely 
come to grips with the dreaded 
quarters to semesters change. The reality has 
been in the distance for some time now, but 
as June rolls around it is directly ahead. 

Ohio University is not going through 
this change alone. Wright State University, 
University of Cincinnati, Ohio State Univer¬ 
sity and several community colleges will see 
changes this upcoming fall. The change will 
ensure that all Ohio public institutions will 
be operating on the same schedule, making 
transferring among them a less daunting 
task. 

Coming along with the fluidity in course 
work among the schools, the transition will 
also bring about several other positives. 

“We (the quarters to semesters committee) 
decided that semesters provided a more in- 
depth learning, as well an equal chance in the 
job market,” said Linda Lockhart, manager 
of communication for the transition. “The 
schools on semesters currently have a head 
start in looking for employment.” 

Despite increased employment op¬ 
portunities for students on summer break 
the quarters to semesters switch will cause 
daunting changes for faculty and students 
alike. “We will have to completely reformat 
courses and programs as well as scheduled 
events throughout the school year, but we 
have really committed ourselves as university 
to overcome the obstacles of the transition,” 
said Lockhart. 

Those obstacles are not all bad said Jeff 
Giesey, director of quarters to semesters 
transition. “The switch gave every program a 


chance to evaluate itself and make changes to 
better suit students,” Giesey said. 

Ohio University’s Quarters to Semesters 
Transition Team has been working to prepare 
students for the changeover all year. “We have 
done everything as a university to prepare 
for the changes and make them as student 
friendly as possible,” said Giesey. “Students 
are required to meet with their advisors to 
come up with a plan for their graduation 
after the transition takes place.” 

Semesters will alter students’ weekly 
schedules. “We will have three, fifty-five 
minute classes on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday as well as two, eighty minute classes 
on Tuesday and Thursday,” said Giesey 

The additional time spent in class will be 
an adjustment for professors as well. “There 
were some grumblings from faculty at first 
about the increased workload, but they 
overall have been supportive of the change 
and see some real opportunity from it,” said 
Giesey. 

The change is going to require some 
adjustments in other aspects of campus life 
besides academics. Residence Halls will stay 
open longer and Ohio University’s Dining 
services will have to adjust meal schedules. 
“Getting the staff used to the new schedule 
may be a challenge this first year, but we are 
confident they (the staff) will be prepared,” 
said Lockhart. 

Another factor is the scheduling of cam¬ 
pus wide events such as homecoming and 
parents’ weekend. “We need to make sure that 
special events are taking place when students 
are actually here,” said Lockhart. “It’s really 
going to take some getting used to.”

O hio University Trustees approved 
a 3.5 percent increase in tuition 
and general fees for students on 
the Athens campus according to an Ohio 
University press release and many students 
are far from pleased that the university will 
enact the tuition hike.

Ohio’s 3rd annual Bare on the Bricks, pic¬ 
tured above, and the 5th annual Polar Plunge, 
pictured right, brought these students out on 
one of the coldest days of winter to show their 
support for the Athens community and Special 
Olympics. 

Bare on the Bricks is an event put on by 
the Student Alumni Board and Phi Kappa Psi 


fraternity. Students wear layers of clothes and, 
beginning at College Gate, strip down to run a 
“nearly naked mile” to the end of Court Street.

T he 2011-2012 season 
was full of unprecedent¬ 
ed success for Ohio Uni¬ 
versity athletics. That 
success was not lost on the football 
team, which opened up the season 
with 44-24 win at New Mexico 
State. The victory propelled the 
Bobcats into a three game win 
streak to begin the year. 

The team was not able to keep 
the streak alive when they traveled 
to New Jersey to take on the 1-1 
Rutgers Scarlet Knights and they 
were defeated 38-26 in a tough 
non-conference test. 

The Bobcats did get back on 
track the following week with a 
strong defensive performance 
holding the Kent State Golden 
Flashes to ten points and secur¬ 
ing a seven point victory. The win 
marked the first in Mid-American 
Conference play of the season. 

The team lost its next two MAC 
games against Buffalo and Ball 
State. It took the University of Ak¬ 
ron to pay a visit to Peden Stadium 
for the Bobcats to finally get back 
to their winning ways. The victory 
was due, in large part, to the aerial 
attack of quarterback Tyler Tettle- 
ton who threw for 328 yards and 
completed 21 of his 29 passes. 

The dominance over the Zips 
was just the beginning for OU as 
the Bobcats went on to rattle off 
four more victories in the MAC to 
wrap up the regular season. 

The winning streak also seized 
bowl eligibility for OU and se¬ 
cured a spot in the MAC title game

against the Huskies of Northern Illinois. But the Bobcats were not able 
to keep their winning ways as they wound up on the losing end of a hard 
fought ballgame, coming up short 20-23. 

However, the MAC title game loss did not spoil the team’s post season 
plans and the Bobcats were invited to play in the Famous Idaho Potato 
Bowl to open up college football’s post season play. 

The teams clashed on the field. The end result was a nail biting one 
point win for the Bobcats over the Aggies by a score of 24-23 in the last 


seconds of the game. 

The victory marked the first ever bowl win for Ohio University and 
capped off the 2011-2012 season with momentum the team will look to 
carry over to next season. Next year the Bobcats will return leading passer 
Tyler Tettleton. However, the ‘Cats will have some major spots to fill be¬ 
cause they will be losing leading rusher Donte Harden and Famous Idaho 
Potato Bowl MVP Receiver La Von Brazill.

T he Ohio University women’s 
swimming and diving team got 
their 2011-2012 season started by 
traveling to Bowling Green to take 
on the Falcons. The Bobcats solidly defeated 
the Falcons and carried their momentum 
northward to defeat Eastern Michigan and 
Buffalo the following week. 

The team ran into their first challenge of 
the young season the following week when 
they traveled to Columbus to take on instate 
rival Ohio State. The result was a lopsided loss 
in favor of the Buckeyes. 

The first setback, however, did not stop 
the Bobcats from taking their sixth straight 
first place finish at the Zippy Invitational in 
Akron. The Bobcats got strong performances 
from their relay teams throughout the tourna¬ 
ment earning them the top spot. The victory 
propelled the team onto a six meet win streak 
picking up wins against West Virginia and 
Xavier along the way. 

The regular season conclusion slated the 
Bobcats against the Redhawks of Miami. The 
result was a loss for OU but the team looked 
to the MAC championship meet to rectify the 
loss. The Bobcats represented well and several 
individuals turned in strong performances 
that earned the team second place in the con¬ 
ference finishing just behind Toledo. 

Sophomore Rachel Stearns earned gold in 
the 200 backstroke with her conference record 
setting run during the finals of the tourna¬ 
ment. 

Freshman Morgan Srail earned herself 
a second place finish in the three meter div¬ 
ing event and qualified for the NCAA diving 
championship where she finished 18 th . 

Sophomore Lauren Williams captured the 
second place as well beating the school record 
in the 1650 Freestyle event. Her performance 
qualified her for the NCAA championship 
tournament where she took 23 rd place. 

The team’s relay squad also performed well 
and grabbed the second place finish in the 400 
freestyle event. 

The outstanding showing from Sterns 
proved to be enough for her third individu¬ 
al MAC title. The success at the post season 
tournament was enough to name Sterns and 
Williams to first team all-MAC honors. While 
senior Amanda Cecere, freshmen Emma Mi¬ 
chaels, and senior Sarah Owen all earned sec¬ 
ond team all MAC honors.

T he volleyball team started the 2011-2012 
season by paying a visit to Knoxville, 
Tenn. as one of the teams invited to play 
in the Comcast Lady Vols Classic tournament. 
The Bobcats represented the school well; going 
two and one for the tournament knocking off 
Villanova and Maryland. 

The team then traveled to Lexington, Ky. to 
participate in the Kentucky Classic, but after a 
good start to the tournament defeating Virginia 
Tech the Bobcats dropped their next two match¬ 
es losing to tournament host Kentucky and then 
losing to Western Kentucky. 

The Bobcats’ next challenge came in Athens 
as they hosted the newly renamed Baymont In¬ 
vitational, but the friendly confines of the Con¬ 
vocation Center did not serve the team well as 
they went one and two. 

However the losing streak ended there as the 


team went on to win their four of their next five 
matches before opening up the Mid-American 
Conference (MAC) regular season against Bowl¬ 
ing Green. The Falcons did not slow the Bobcats 
as they beat Bowling Green three games to none. 

This victory started a six game win streak 
in the MAC and enabled the Bobcats to grab 
a share of the MAC lead along with Ball State. 
The win streak ended when the Cardinals of Ball 
State defeated the Bobcats in Athens and took 
sole possession of the MAC lead. 

The team continued to struggle in conference 
play dropping two of their next three matches. 
OU then traveled to Bowling Green and swept 
the season series with the Falcons. The win pro¬ 
pelled them on to a six-match win streak and 
earned them a second seed in the post-season 
MAC tournament. 

Pitted against the Miami RedHawks, the 



Bobcats won three consecutive games and start¬ 
ed off the tournament with a one-sided victory. 
However their winning ways did not continue as 
they lost the following day to Central Michigan 
three games to none. The loss marked the first 
for the Bobcats in MAC tournament play in four 
years. 

The early tournament exit did not spoil the 
Bobcats’ final match of the season when they 
traveled to Cincinnati to stop the University of 
Cincinnati Bearcats on their home floor snap¬ 
ping U.C.’s 48-game home win streak. 

The team will look to carry their momen¬ 
tum into next season, reclaim the MAC title and 
make a run in the NCAA tournament.

T he 2011-2012 Ohio Bobcats Men’s 
basketball team will go down as the 
most successful team in program his¬ 
tory with 29 wins. The season started 
off with a program best 12-1 record, including a 
win over rival Marshall University. The Bobcats 
only loss was by five points at Louisville. 

The Ohio Bobcats defended their home 
turf very well during the season. The Bobcats 
boasted the best home record (16-1) in program 
history with the only home loss coming against 
Robert Morris University. The Bobcats were also 
undefeated at home in the Mid-American Con¬ 
ference. 

The Ohio Bobcats led the Mid-Amer¬ 
ican Conference in attendance for the 
sixth time in the last seven seasons. The 
Convocation Center averaged 6,177 fans 
per game during the 2011-2012 season. 
The year was also highlighted with two wins 


against conference rival Miami University, an 
87-65 win over Kent State University, an 85-61 
win over the University of Akron and a bracket- 
buster win over the University of North Caroli¬ 
na-Asheville by a score of 81-62. 

The Bobcats would go on to win the Mid¬ 
American Conference Tournament by winning 
three games in three days, including a one point 
win over the University of Akron in the MAC 
Championship Game. With the win over Akron, 
the Bobcats would return to the NCAA Tourna¬ 
ment for the second time in three years. 

In the NCAA Tournament, the Bobcats beat 
first round opponent Michigan with a score of 
65-60. The Bobcats then knocked off the Uni¬ 
versity of South Florida by a score of 62-56. The 
Bobcats would eventually lose to number one 
seed North Carolina by a score of 73-65 in over¬ 
time. 

The loss against North Carolina was heart¬ 


breaking, but the Bobcats had much to be proud 
of. Point guard DJ Cooper was named first team 
ALL-MAC for the second year in a row, while 
both guard Walter Offutt and forward Ivo Baltic 
were named as honorable mentions. 

The Bobcats would end the season by be¬ 
ing ranked 25 th in the final ESPN/USA Today 
Coaches Poll, marking the first time ever the 
Bobcats have been ranked to end the season in 
program history. 

At season’s end, Head Coach John Groce left 
Ohio University for the head coach position at 
the University of Illinois and the Bobcats named 
Jim Christian, formerly of Texas Christian Uni¬ 
versity, as new head coach. The Bobcats return 
all starters and are poised for another run for the 
2012-2013 season.
